LONG TITLE
General Description:

This bill amends the Sales and Use Tax Act to address provisions related to the
imposition and administration of sales and use taxes and certain taxes, fees, and charges
administered by the State Tax Commission, to address the delegates appointed to the
governing board of the Streamlined Sales and Use Tax Agreement, and to make
changes related to the sales and use taxation of certain computer software and purchases
of a computer software maintenance contract.

Highlighted Provisions:

This bill:

» defines terms and modifies definitions;

» addresses the delegates appointed to the governing board of the Streamlined Sales

and Use Tax Agreement;

» addresses the sales and use taxation of a product that is transferred electronically;

» addresses provisions related to sales and use tax exemption certificates;
» addresses amnesty for a seller that fails to pay certain taxes, fees, or charges

administered by the State Tax Commission;

» addresses the sales and use taxation of certain computer software and purchases of a

computer software maintenance contract;
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» addresses the location of certain transactions related to computer software; and

» makes technical and conforming changes.

(B) another supporting sales-related document that is available to a purchaser.

(i) For purposes of Subsection (16)(d)(i), a binding sales document or another
supporting sales-related document that is available to a purchaser includes:

(2) [Fhe] (a) Except as provided in Subsections (2)(b) and (3) and subject to
Subsections (4) and (5), the commission shall grant a seller amnesty [ander-thtssection] if the

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[tb)] () obtains a license under Section 59-12-106 [withimrat2=month-pertod-atter-the
effectrvedateof the state's participationitheagreement]; and

[te)] (ii) is registered under the agreement.

(b) The commission is not required to grant a seller amnesty under this section

(ii1) a trailer, semitrailer, or passenger bus that is:

(I) by the United States Department of Transportation or another federal authority; and

(II) to engage in carrying a person or property in interstate commerce;

(iv) an aircraft that is operated by an air carrier authorized and certificated:

(A) by the United States Department of Transportation or another federal or foreign
authority; and

(B) to engage in carrying a person or property in interstate commerce; or

(v) acontainer designed for use on, or a component part attached or secured on, an
item of equipment listed in Subsections (1)(b)(i) through (iv).

(2) Except as provided in Subsections (8) and [13)] (14), if tangible personal property,
a product transferred electronically, or a service that is subject to taxation under this chapter is
received by a purchaser at a business location of a seller, the location of the transaction is the
business location of the seller.

(3) Subject to Subsection (10), and except as provided in Subsections (7), (8), (9), (11),
and [(137] (14), if tangible personal property, a product transferred electronically, or a service
that is subject to taxation under this chapter is not received by a purchaser at a business
location of a seller, the location of the transaction is the location where the purchaser takes
receipt of the tangible personal property or service.

(1) if there is only one local taxing jurisdiction that imposes the lowest agreement
combined tax rate for the shared ZIP Code, the local taxing jurisdiction that imposes the lowest
agreement combined tax rate; or

(i1) if two or more local taxing jurisdictions impose the lowest agreement combined tax
rate for the shared ZIP Code, the local taxing jurisdiction that:

(B) has located within the local taxing jurisdiction the largest number of street
addresses within the shared ZIP Code.
